“Before. next winter we expect to 
have a fleet of steamers running reg 
ularly between Graham Island, which 
is the northernmost of the Queen 


Charlotte group, and San Pedro. We 


will not wait to build the boats, but 
will charter some to start with. We 
have arranged to begin work on the 
island within sixty days.“ 
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The company is a new i 


which is backed with Los Angeles cap- 
ital in a great measure. It is capital- 
ized at $5,000,000, with headquarters in 
this city. The officers and principal 
stockholders include B. F. Graham, 
president; Charles M. Shannon, vice

terials of the island will take up the 
greatest part of their energy for a 
long time to come. 

Among this raw material are min- 
ions of feet of railroad ties and tele- 
graph poles. The ties will in a large 
measure be used on the southern d- 
vision and extensions of the Southern 
Pacific.

OW FOR BETTER ROADS! 


Never was it more distressingly| 


apparent or more solemnly impressive 
than, today—the need of better and 
more permanent roads in Southern Cal- 
ifornia, of roads that will be good 
after six weeks of rain of six months 
of drouth; hard, durable, scientifically- 
built, dustiess, rutless roads, agreeable 
to wagons or automobiles, bicycles or 
pedestrians, comforting to those who 
daily use them and attractive to tour- 
ists from the wide world over. 


Angeles from a tour of the 

Isles says that the roads in those] 
made him blush to think of his heme 
country. The best road he found wag 
between Carlisle, in England,. and 
Glasgow, in Scotland, a distance of 
ninety-six miles—a perfect boulevard, 
he says, over which he happily rolled 
his bicycle in twel¥e hours. This 
grand highway is in perfect condition 
at all seasons of the year, and it js 
such highways as this that we most 
assuredly should insist on having, in 
Southern California. 

A recent issue of a Chicago news- 
paper spoke of the thousands of,au- 
tomobiles shipped from that city by 
tourists going to other parts for the 


winter in order to enjoy their favorite | 


recreation. It was stated that most of 
these motor cars were billed to Las 
Angeles, and all of them would have 
deen “but for the execrable roads in 
| Southern California.” On account of 


large number of autoists went to Flor- 
ida to spin on ite beach tracks. 

We of Southern Califernia must ad- 
mit the verity of. this Chicago im- 
peachment.* Our roads, as a rule, are 
truly “execrable.” The w 3 the 
case. Los Angeles streets are bad 
enough, but the rural roads orse. 
This city spends halt a mijilion dollars 
@ year on its street department—half a 
‘million of public funds, to say noth- 
ing of the immense private assess- 
ments for paving, etc.—and at the end 
of the year we have almost nothing 
to show for it. The situation goes 
from bad to worse. In spite of all pro- 
fessions of reform, more money was 
wasted. under Superintendent Hanley 
than under Werdin. In the expendi- 
ture of county funds the road-fund 
leak, is. even greater. Millions are 
thrown away by the counties of South- 
ern California on bungling and unsci- 
entific roadmaking. 

The Times observes that throughout 
this end of the State the people are 
becoming aroused on this topic. There 
is no need of reiterating the fact that 
no one thing would conduce more ef- 
fectively to the development and pros- 
perity of the smaller cities than the 
betterment of our highways. The need 
is the application of this idea to our 
county and municipal action. The way. 
to have better roads is not th talk 
about them, but to have them. Would 
it not be possible, gentlemen, to start 
the ball rolling for the advantage of all 
by some sort of co®perative action? 

The Times would like to see a prac- 
tical joining of hands by the counties 
and cities lying along these foothills to 
work out some plan for a system of 
magnificent highways, stretching down 
to the sea and into the valleys, making 
travel betweep Los Angeles and Red- 
lands or from Ocean Park to River- 
side a-delight. Some beginning has 
been made by small associations. We 
have “Bil Camino Real —4 trail. The 
demand. however, is for a system of 
permanent highways, with rock bot- 


toms, and the economic and scientific 


expenditure of county road funds. The 
Times hopes that the agitation for 
this great public betterment will con- 
tinue, and that it will win “the 
of action.” 
Gentlemen, let us forget politics and 
self-seeking and petty rivalries, and 
get together in a strong pull for a 
scheme of sensible and creditable sys- 
tem of county and intercounty roads, 
as well as a construction of city streets 


that will not need reconstruction every | 


year. The worst scandal of our whole 
public service in Gouthern California 
is the shameful squandering of millions 
on our highways. Let us wake up— 
put an end to it-—get roads for our 
money—make of Southern California a 
motorist’s and horseman’s Paradise!

Nor, even 
at that, would it be so exasperating 
Wf he were consistent in his talk. But 
the fact is that it has become quite 
impossible to pick up a newspaper, 
any more, a magazine or any other sort 
of publication without finding some- 
thing in lt that Andrew Carnegie has 
to say about wealth and its disposi- 
tion. And he wobbles. He says one 
thing and then he says another that 
is quite to the contrary. But, worst of 
all, he doesn’t do what he himself 
says ought to be done. 

It is not so long ago that the world 
was ringing the changes on Carnegie’s 
statement that u Is a disgrace for 
any man to die rich. Now he says that 
aman should stick to what he has 
while the breath is tn him. First It 
was that he should give everything 
away. Now it's hold on to it til the 
undertaker calls with the hearse. 

It is much to be feared that Andrew 
is a wind-jammer, pure and simple. 
He is eternally preaching ethics. He 
has repeatedly stated that great wealth 
is a misfortune, a burden and a hoodoo, 
driving happiness from the soul and 
laughter from the lips. “It is imnpos- 
sible to be rich and have a good time,” 
says Andrew. In the meantime no one 
appears to be having a better time 
than he. When he went out of the 
active management of his great steel 
works he announced that he would go 
broke just as soon as he could find

Further knowledge concerning this 
organ of the body and this disease has 
wrought a radical reformation of view. 
Some of the most studious and thought- 
ful among the doctors haye come 
contend that the use of the vermiform 
appendix has not passed away. They 
have discovered that it secretes an oily 
substance, which is of great impor- 
tance in the digestion of, our food, par- 
ticularly the removal of the waste from 
the human system, and that its excli- 
sion is harmful. It is a pretty well es- 
tablished fact, and a grain of fact is 


where the vermiform appendix has 
been removed from the body the per- 
son operated on has seldom lived any 
long period of years. Still another dis- 
covery is that appendicitis can be cured 
without resort to the knife. There has 
been built up through experience in 
dealing with this disease a system of 
medical treatment in which the use of 
drugs is of a infimum quantity and 
nursing is a ximum quantity. In 
some instances, hot applications imme- 
diately above the parts affected on the 
abdomen of the patient are generally 
efficacious in doing away with the all- 
ment. In other instances the very op- 
posite treatment has resulted in quite 
as happy results.

There is perhaps no class in the whole 
community whose work is so assidu- 
ous and whose gains are proportion- 
ately smaller than the retail grocer and 
the retail druggist. Of course a limit 
should be set to the time given in 
which to dispose of these packages put 
up in the old way. Unfortunately, 
there are manufacturers ready to take 
advantage of every opportunity, how- 
ever unfair their action may be, to 
make gains for themselves at the ex- 
pense of others.

Forest Reserve. The Acting Cemmis- 
sioner of ¥he General Land Office has 
annou the withdrawal from en- 
try of all the lands in the Del Norte 
mining district, which it was recom- 
mended should be withdrawn, lying in 
Del Norte county and adjoining the 
Klamath Forest Reserve on the west 
and the Oregon border on the north. 
These lands will be inspected by gov- 
ernment agents as soon as conditions 
will permit, and undoubtedly they win 
be added to the Kiamath Forest Re- 
serve.

Much interest attached 
to the meeting owing to reports to the

Three new members were added to 
the board of directors, which is as fol- 
lows: Mayor D. 8.

COAL AND IRON. 


Stone Canyon Coal May Solve Prob - 
lem of Working California tron 
Deposits. 


In a reeent report on the minerals 


pointed out that California has long 
been known to possess large deposii« 
of trea ore and of a character thst 
will eumpare favorably with the Mich- 
gan ores, but the iron deposits of 
California have attracted comparative- 
ly little attention on account of the 
fuel problem. Owtng to the high cos: 
of a suitable coke, it has been found 
unprofitable to smelt fron ores in this 
State and compete with the eastern 
market. To overcome this difficul:y 
many useless attempts have been made 
to smelt fron ores with California pe- 
| troleum—without regard to metallu- 
gical laws. 

| The reduction of iron ores in this 
State has been given grave considera- 
tion for some time past by some cf 
| the most able~metaliurgists in both the 
‘United States and Europe, the question 
(has been considered in all its phases 


and experiments are continually being | 


made to solve a problem which means 
much for the industrial advancement of 
the Pacific Coast. 

Experiments are now betng conducted 
in the manufacture of an artificiai 
coke. California coal (lignite) enters 
largely into its composition, combined 
with petroleum and other products. The 
difficulty of utilizing a lignite that con- 
tains a large percentage of ash appears 
to have been overcome by grinding and 
washing previous to its ‘ncorporattun 
with the other ingredients. Small lv.

JOHNNIE (Nev.) Jan. Al the 

larger companies have shown most 

satisfactory reports with the close of 

the year. This time last year such 

companies as the Bullfrog Johnnie, 


the Johnnie Wonder were prac- 
eally unknown. Since then, all of 
them have expended much money in 
development, and, with one exception, 
all of them have produced good affip- 
ping ore. Many other companies have 
opened up rich territory, but are not 
yet in such a state that they can be 
classed as coming mes.

Early in their operations Becker 
and Rolando located a water right on 
Libby Creek. twenty-two miles from 
their property, claiming 1500 inches of 
Water, more or less. There is an 
abundance of water there, and it can 
easily be brought onto the placer 
ground. An open ditch will be run for 
a distance of twelve miles, and a pipe 
line, thirty-six inches in diameter, run 
to convey the water the balance of the 
distance. [Immense sluices will then 
be made and hydraulic mining on a 
gigantic scale will be inaugurated. A 
fall of nearly 500 feet is attained by 
bringing the water from Libby Creek. 
Some of the claims belonging to the 
corporation sample richer than others, 
one of the richest tested being the 
Emile.

WANT FARMERS TO REPORT ON 
SUCCESS OF PLANTS. 


Proposed to Discontinue Sending 
Out Common Seeds a Send in 
Their Place Special Varieties and 
Have Those to Whom They Are 
Sent Report to the Department the 
Result Achieved. 


The Washington correspondent of the 
Cleveland Piaindealer says the Agri- 
cultural Departmen: is again trying to 
restore the custom of Congressional 
seed distribution to the original con- 
ception. It started with the intention 
of providing farmers with samples of 
better seeds than they could get in 
the ordinary way. It was to improve 
crops. it has come to be at once @ 
nuisance and an abuse. f

have fought it 
m and year out, but unsuccess- 
Their efforts have been directed 
toward eliminating all seed distribu- 
tion by the goVernment from the an- 
nual budget. Now the department hy 
hit upon a new plan to preserve 
distribution but to make it something 
other than the present donation party. 
Dr. B. T. Galloway. chief of the Bu- 
reau of Plant Industry, which has im- 
mediate charge of the distribution, has 
outlined this to the House Committee 
on Agriculture. He hopes something 
like it will be enacted into law and 
put into operation during the next fis- 
cal year. He has seventy-five projects, 
in reality, for the distribution of seeds, 
but by altogether different methods 
than Congress has ever directly au- 
thorized. These projects contemplate 
sending out to various localities choice 
Varieties of seeds as soon as feasible. 
He exhibited to the committee recently 
maps and photographs to illustrate 
where the work could be carried on. 
He has already undertaken it in a 
small way, sending special varieties of 
seeds to farmers or others, known to 
be specially interested in certain kinds 
of crops. The department keeps in 
close touch with the recipients of those 
. Reports are made and the 
farmers thus brought into close co- 
Operation with the department. In a 
Way the individual farmer conducts 
a miniature experiment station, such 
as most of the states now maintain 
in connection with their agricultural 
colleges. — 
In effect, Dr. Galloway proposes to 
make each Congressman the agent of 
the Agricultural Department in ex- 
tending these seed experiments. He 
would cut off entirely the annual sup- 
ply of ordinary varieties of beet seed, 
corn, onion seed, tobacco seed and so 
on through a long list. The headings 
of eighteen separate plans that he 
outlined to the Committee on Agricu!- 
ture indicate what Dr. Galloway pro- 
poses to do. These headings were: 
“Extension of Arabian Alfalfa in the 
Southwest,” “Extension of Alfalfa 
Growing Into States Where It Is Not 
Now a Staple Crop.” “Extenston 
Cold Reststant 
Mon of New Varieties of Cotton,” In- 
treduction of Matting Plant and Its 


Growth in the United States.” The 
Improvement of Cow Peas,” Ne 


Tobacco Varieties,” Introduction and 
of Alkali Resistant Crops.” 
“Grains for High Altitudes,” Adap- 
tat of Winter Ooats,”” “Sugar-beet 
Seed Growing.” “The Improvement of 
Corn,” Bulb Growing in the United 
States, Cultivation of Drug Plants,” 
“Dry Land Arbocultural Work.” In- 
troduction of Hardy Apples for the 
Apple Breeders,” “Introduction and 
Breeding of Citrus Frults.“ 

As fast as the department has any- 
thing new under these or other topics, 
any new variety of seeds or anything 
new in the cultivation of the crops It 
would furnish the Congressman or 
Congressmen in the territory espe- 
ally interested with the seeds or the 
information, as the case might be, and 
he would have oversight of the dis- 
tribution to farmers willing to try the 
experiment and report to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Illustrating his 
plan with reference to drug plants, 
Dr. Galloway says: We import in the 
neighborhood of $4,000,000 or $5,000,000 
worth of drugs each year and prelim- 
inary investigations would indicate 
that a considerable portion of these 
drug plants might be grown at home. 
The work would be applicable to 
nearly all the States bordering on the 
Atiantic Ocean, including New Eng- 
land, and also some of the Western 
States, such as Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Wisconsin and Northern Iowa. The ob- 
ject would be to introduce the seeds 
of promising drug plants and encour- 
age the production of the crops, this 
being in cooperation with individual 
farmers and others“ 

Regarding the introduction of hardy 
apples for the apple breeders. Dr. Gal- 
loway says: “This work would be 
applicable to the entire tier of northern 
States from Maine to and including 
Montana. The object would be to find 
eut through a study of published ac- 
counts of travelers and explorers as 
to where in different parts of the world 
are to be found apples or forms related 
to them which are likely to be valuable 
in the breeding of hardier and more 
drouth resistant varieties of apples for 
this northern country. This work 
would be done largely in cooperation 
with the experiment stations.” | 

The Department of Agriculture has 
been trying for some months to en- 
courage the introduction of matting 
plants in this country. Now most of 
those plants are imported from Japan. 
There are two matting factories in 
New Pngland. one in Maine and an- 
other tn Massachusetts. “We import 
shout $5,000,000 worth of matting from 
foreign countries,” says Dr. Galloway. 
“It is believed that most of this ma- 
terial could be made here if the raw 
material could be grown. There is 
plenty of land in the States of Texas, 
Touisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, Geor- 
gia and North and South Carolina 
which is adapted to the growing of this 

‘crop. It is important to introduce th» 
best kinds of matting plants from 
abroad and to establish the growing of 
the crop here. It ts also important to 
‘mprove our own native forms for this 
eurpose.”

At the recent meeting of the associa- 
tion, the sale committee that had in 
charge the preparations last year was 
reappointed for this year. The com- 
mittee was instructed to confer with 
the Automobile, Dealers’ Association, 
end arrange matters with them. The 
association does not take on itself the 
running of the contest, the starting 
and timing, the entry list, or any of 
the purely automobile matters. ese 
are in the province of the dealers’ as- 
sociation, and they will do much as 
they did last year in all probability.

“Would vou rather be an insider 
looking out, or an outsider looking, in?? 

This is a saying often heard around 
the betting ring at Ascot, and it Is 
always chanted by an insider“ 
“out,” a bookmaker or an employé of 
a bookmaker, and it can be stated that 
a man looking in at the racing game 
has a slim chance to make money. 

The expense of making a book Is 
In the first place, on a track 
like Ascot or Oakland, the “cot in,” 
or fee to be paid the racing association 
for the privilege of booking for eacn 
day is $120, salaries of two “block” 
men, $15 a day each, or $30; salaries 07 
three box men, $10 a day each, or $59 
and each book usually has one outside 
man at $19 a day, making a total sai- 
ary roll of $70, and the incidentals are 
about $10 a day. The total expense of 
each book is, therefore, about 3200 a 
day. There are about 
books at Ascot Park, and they pay out, 
before going to work each day, the sun 
of $5600. The meeting lasts ninety 
days, during which time the books pay 
to the association and for salaries, th:

There is one_boy riding at Ascot who 
was at the Spokane meeting. up in the 
bushes,“ as racing men call if. This 
boy rode a horse at that meeting which 
should have won easily. But he didn't. 
The owner is as honest as any man in 
the business. He thought his horse 
could. win, and bet several hundred 
dollars on it’s chances. At the end 
of the meeting this owner heard some- 
thing. He went to the jockey. who 
was drunk and had been talking freely, 
grabbing him by the collar he asked 
the boy why he had pulled his horse. 
The poor drunken jockey commenced 
to ery and told his story. : 
Another horse owner in the same 
race had given him $200 to give the 
horse a bad ride and not win, which 
sum the jockey bet on the winner, net- 
ting him about 3800 on the transaction. 
One the Coast, today, judges of the 
horses that run, and of whose results 
they are sole arbitors, bet on the re- 
sults.

Yankee Was First Horse to Go Mile 
to Harness in Less Than Three 
Minutes. 


The trotters did not break many 
world’s records during the season of 
1906. In fact technical marks were | 
about all that had to be entered on 
the books. Sweet Marie's 2:03 3-4 in 
a second heat was the most noteworthy 
performance of the year, since it was 
the fastest second heat ever trotted. 
Cresceus still holds the world’s record 
for the best mile in a race—2:03 1-4— 
made in the first heat of his match 
race with The Abbott, in 1901. 

At the close of the yoar 1806, just 
100 years ago, the fastést mile ever 
covered by a trotter up to that time 
was in 2:59. This performance, then 
considered a@vonderful one, is credited 
to a horse called Yankee. Four years 
later, in 1810, Boston Horse trotted a 
mile in 2:48%. It was not until 24 years 
after that, in 1834, that Edwin Forest, 
under saddle, trotted a mile in 2:31% 
while in the same year Sabie Miller 
went a mile in harness in 2:37, and it 
was 11 years after, in 1845, that Lady 
Suffolk took a world’s trotting record 
of 2:26 under saddle, and a harness 
record of 2:29 1-4. In 1849 Pelham trot- 


Maid lowered the record to 2:27, which 
mark later in the same year was 
equaled by Tacony. 

It was in 1859 that Flora Temple 
reeled off the first mile of a race in 
2:20. This little mare, whose name will 
be remembered as long as the harness 
horse game lasts, took a record in that 
year of 2:19 1-4, which stood as the 
champion performance until the great 
Dexter appeared, and in 1867 went a 
mile tn 2:17 1-4. Then came Goldsmith 
Maid, a mare whose phenomenal rac-

Sewing Machine Industry. 

It is estimated that during 1906 there 
were made in the Unit-* States 1,500,000 
sewing machines, valued at 922.000.000. 
as against a production of 320.869.870 in 
value in 1905. One-half of this manu- 
facture is for household machines and 
one-half for factory machines. In this 
industry we lead the world, the annual 
production of Great Britain being 
about 1,000,000 machines. and of Ger- 
many a like quantity, Both of these 
countries are also large buyers of our 
machines, Great Britain taking about 
worth and Germany about 

Omer 18 tu we 
exported last year $800,000 worth. The 
total exports of sewing machines and 
parts for the year is about $9,000,000 in 
value, or 40 per cent. of our manu- 
facture. 


Tin and Terne Plates. 


The manufacture of tin sheets and 
tinned iron plates and terne (that is, tin 
and lead coated) plates showed tremen- 
dous gains in 1906. The production as-

II BU r MINERS IDLE. 


GRASS VALLEY OPERATORS UN- 
FAIRLY TREATED. 
— — 
Union Men Asking an Zight - Hour 
Day, but Want it to Mean Only 
Seven and a Quarter Hours of 
Actual Work—Operators Want 
Seven and a Half Hours’ Work. 


& 

Because of a disagreement as to 
how fifteen minutes of time each day 
shall be disposed. of, mines in the 
Grass Valley mining district of Ne- 
vada have been closed down. The 
miners have asked for an eight-hour 
day, and tae operators are disposed to 
grant the same, and in at least one 
case supposed that they had every- 
thing fixed satisfactory to the Miners’ 
Union. How difficult it is to settle the 
matter gatisfactorily can be seen from 
the fact that a considerable number 
of the miners themselves do not know 
just what is meant by an “eight-hour 
day.“ One thing certain is that it does 
not mean eight hours of work for the 
operators, it is a question whether 
it means even seven and a half hours 
of actual work. General Manager 
Foote of the North Star mine. says: 

Instructions were given that our 
men should start to go underground at 
7 o'clock in the wr‘ ¢ all to be 
down at the station at 7:15 o'clock, and 
be at their place of work at 7:30 o'clock. 
The men were to work until 12 and 
take half an hour for lunch. Resum- 
ing work at 12:30 o'clock, they should 
work until 3:30 o'clock, making just 
seven and one-half hours’ time of ac- 
tual employment. Quitting at 3:30 


o'clock, the men reached the station 


in time to be hoisted at 3:4 o'clock, 
and each and every 
the mine not more than half a minute 
after 4 o'clock, strictly complying with 
our understanding of the demand of 
the Miners’ I’nion that the men should 
idave the surface at 7 o'clock and be 
out of the mine at 4 o'clock. 

“Our employés went to work 4 on 
Tuesday morning with @ full under- 
standing that they would not hoisted 


out of the mine until 3:45 o’ciéck. The Bro 


committee of the Miners’ Union, which 
had no personal interview with me, 
despite 1 * to the contrary, acqul- 
esced in t 
the understanding that they themselves 
believed we were acting fairly and 
squarely on the proposition. When 
the night shift came to work they were 
told by another committee represent- 
ing the Miners’ Union that unless we 
would consent to hoist the men on 
the half hour, making only éven and 
one-quarter hours’ work. the men 
would riot be permitted to go under- 
ground. We are entitled to seven and 


a half hours’ actual work. Technicalic 


advantage is being taken ot the situa- 
tion. Allowing half an hour of thelr 
own time to get to work and half an 
hour of our time in reaching the sur- 
face, with helf an hour for lunch, the 
men will be undergro a maximum 
of nine hours. which the Miners’ Union 
contends for.“ 

The operat certainly met the min- 
ers fairly. instead of thé men re- 
fusing to work, they should have made 
an attempt to arbitrate the slight dif- 
ference of fifteen minutes of time. 

While thé operators are willing to 

grant the desired eight-hour day they 
naturally feel that they are entitled to 
some agreement that they will not be 
subjected to any further demands, @ 
they have, therefore, asked for some 
uarantee that there will be no further 
emands made by the miners. This 
latter request of the operators the min- 
ers claim they cannot grant because 
of a rule of the Western Federation of 
Miners which forbids them from enter- 
in into a contract. 

In other words, the operators must 
keep their agreements or the miners 
will walk out, but the miners win

TO Be CHOSEN. 


From a Special Correspondent. 
Jan. 7.—At their annual meet- 


ing to be held, according to statute, on the 

fourth Monday of January, the regents of the 
Smithsonian Institution are expected to elect Secretary 
S. P. Langley’s successor as secretary and directive 
head of that great scientific establishment. ’ 

The new secretary will be the ranking scientist of the 
realm. His exalted position will assure him greater 
prestige and influence than could the presidency of any 
university or of any scientific institution of the New 
World. Prof. Joseph Henry, while serving as the first 


secretary of the Smithsonian, declined the presidency of | 
Princeton at double his salary. Prof. Langley’s suc- ) 


cessor will be Uncle Sam's tutor and chief advisor on | 
scientific matters, his guardian Over the sacred treas- | 
ures and works of science, which it were unsafe to in- 
trust to the hands of men dominated by political mo- 
tives. He will enjoy the privileges of the floor of the 
Senate, and like a cabinet officer, will be officially ad- | 
dressed as Mr. Secretary.” He will draw a salary of : 
$7500 a year, if the regents elect to allow him the same

“LEADS IN SAN FERNANDO.

N excursion from the city being planned, the ques- 

tion was debated: “Which way shall we go to 

‘reap the best rewards for our labor?” North, 
south, east or west, where is most to delight the eye: 
on which side of Los Angeles lies the most. picturesque 
country? 
South of town one road is very like another. The 
walking is good, for the surfaces are mostly oiled, but 
the prospect is monotonous. The mountains are be- 
hind; and in front there is nothing but the long per- 
spective of the highway, and broad fields relieved by 
clumps of gum trees. Eastward the Sierra is always in 
sight, which is something gained, but there is the same 
lack of détail in the foreground. The southwest was 
voted pretty, but too suburban. What we wanted was 
something countrified, but not too far off; a walk where 
the mind could be stored with scenes that it would be 
a pleasure to revive by the flashlight of memory. 


Wat you seek is close at hand,” said the man who 
knows the country like a letter carrier on a rural route. 
“Try the northwest. Take the Los Feliz road, which

In the Spanish name—the fortunate ones—there is a 
ring of good omen, suggestive of a cheerful walk.

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Mars and Its Mysteries. 
CoMING ASTRONOMICAL EVENT SUG- 


GESTS THEIR CONSIDERATION. 
By a Special Contributor. 
HE most interesting and important astronomical 
event of the year 1907 will be the “favorable” op- 
position of the planet Mars. This will occur dur- 
ing the month of July, and for three months the ruddy 
planet will be the most conspicuous object in the even- 
ing skies. Its orbit lies next beyond that of the earth 
and is very eccentric, its solar distance varying from 
about 130,000,000 to 155,000,000 miles. The earth's orbit, 
though more nearly circular, varies in its distance from 
the sun to the extent of 3,000,000 miles, and will reach 
its farthest point in July. At present these two planets 
are shooting forward through space, moving along 
slightly converging lines, but with unequal velocities— 
the earth rushing to its goal at the unthinkable rate of 
nineteen miles per second, and Mars lagging in its jour- 
ney at the more moderate speed of fifteen miles per sec- 
ond. 
Owing to these unequal distances and velocities it 
takes Mars nearly twice as long—one year and ten and

a half months—to complete a revolution as it does the 
earth. For this reason the earth overtakes and passes 
Mars about every two years. On every such occasion 
the earth is between the suh and Mars, or in other 
words Mars is on the opposite side of the earth from the 
sun, and is consequently said to be in “opposition.” All 
these data involve nice astronomical calculations, but 


the two swift-flying planets are so true to their course, 


so unvarying in their movements, that their history can 
be traced back through a remote past. and their mo- 


‘tions can be predicted for an indefinite future. 
Now it so happens that about once in fifteen or sev- 


enteen years the perihelion or nearest point of Mars's 
orbit, coincides with the aphelion or farthest point of 
the earth’s orbit, and then the two planets are only 
about 35,000,000 miles apart, while at other oppositions 


their distance apart ranges from 37,000,000 to 61,000,000 


miles. And this is why the opposition which will oc- 
cur next July, when the two heavenly bodies will be less, 
than 36,000,000 miles apart, is designated a “favorable” 
opposition. 
I said “only,” but that is a relative term, and when 
used in an astronomical sense means actual distances, 
so appalling that in the present instance if an imagi- 
nary railway train were moving from the earth to Mars 
at the rate of forty miles an hour, it would barely reach 
the orbit of that planet at its nearest approach in 100 
years. Even if we use a giant telescope with an opti- 
cal power of 1200, the distance will still be 30,000 miles, 
and the smallest visible ohject on the surface must be 
twenty-five miles across. | 5 
Vet even this admits’ of observing much interesting 
detail. If one were located at a viewpoint 30,000 miles 
from the earth, just one-eighth of our distance from the 
moon, he could trace the outlines of continents, seas and 
larger islands. He could distinguish the most striking 
features of the landscape, such as extensive plains of 
verdure changing in autumn to a yellowish brown. He 
would note the desert wastes of Sahara and Central 
Asia, and the dark forests of Congo and Brazil. He 
would contrast the snow-crownhed Himalayas. with the 
tropicaljuxmriance of India. The courses of the Missis- 
sippi * would be marked by long and 
compa Frrow belts of dark growths of vegeta- 


tion.

So, when a trained observer at the eye-piece of a pow- 
erful telescope brings the great planet Mars so near 
that it resembles a bright, painted globe hung in space, 
eighteen times larger than our moon as seen by un- 
aided vision, we may be sure that every line and object 
upon it, however minute, faint and trivial it may seem 
to the unpracticed eye, will be given the most careful 
attention by the experienced astronomer, and an earn- 
est effort will be made to correctly interpret its mean- 
ing. | 

This planet has been studied more minutely and un- 
der more favorable conditions than any other object in 
the heavens except the moon, and of all the retinue of 
planets which circle round the sun, Mars, more closety 
than any of its fellows, resembles the earth. In the 
first place all the others, except the little asteroids, are 
covered with a deep dense. vanor-laden atmosphe

But Mars has a transparent atmosphere, somewhat 
rarer than ours perhaps yet dense enough to hold large 
masses of vapor, and it exhibits all the phenomena of 
clouds, storms, rain, snow, sunshine, and shadowed

But Mars also resembles the earth in its unmistakable 
surface markings. There you may behold land and sea, 
lake and island, deep inlets and. rounded headlands; and 
also the snowy caps of its north and south poles. Nay, 
more, if you have keen eyesight and an instrument of 
high power you will see what appear to be artificial 


lines and strange geometrical figures, as if produced by | 


engineering skill.

But these alterations of sea and land imply 2 


and valleys, upland and meadow, singing brooks and 
winding streams, and can we doubt that bright-plumaged 
birds and graceful animals enliven those pleasant 
scenes? On the other hand, the rapidly melting snows 
of the Martian spring suggest torrential inundations, 
and the canal-like waterways force the conviction that 
a marvelous system of irrigation has been developed. 
And so the conclusion reached by Schiaparelli, Perro- 
tin, Flammarion, Percival Lowell, and other distin- 
guished astronomers, has become almost irresistible— 


that the flaming red star, our brother planet Mars, is 


inhabited by intelligent beings. 

Like the earth, Mars turns on its axis, and its day 
and night are a trifle (half an hour) longer than ours. 
Its axis, too, is inclined, like the earth’s, to the plane 
of its orbit, so that each hemisphere, the northern and 
the southern, has alternate summer and winter seasons, 
like our own. But as. in revolving round the sun, Mars 
requires nearly two earth years to perform its journey, 
its seasons are correspondingly prolonged. 

Perhaps the most striking analogy to our own planet 
is presented in its polar snowcaps. We actually see the 
polar snows spreading in winter and diminishing in the 
Martial summer. Precisely as the North American 
snowcap could be seen by a resident of the moon to ex- 
tend southward in the winter to the latitude of the Ohio 
River, and then recede in summer to the shores of Hud- 
son Bay, so the glittering snowcaps of Mars alternately 


grow and shrink in the Martian winter and summer 


seasons. 

A Snowstorm on Mars. 
When in 1890 Prof. Pickering on Mount Wilson took 

photographs of Mars at intervals of twenty-four hours, 


twd of these photographs, taken on successive nights 
presented a remarkable series of changes.

Much is hoped from observations of all kinds at the 
approaching opposition of Mars. Telescopes from every 
observatory in the world will be pointed to it. Its sur- 
face will be photographed with the most painstaking 
The little quick-moving satellites will be watched 
with absorbing interest. The spectroscope will be 
called into requisition to determine the constituents of 
its atmosphere, and the mature of the light reflected from 
its polar caps, from its land areas, and from those re- 
gions which were formerly regarded as seas. . 


Strange Surface Markings. 


The question then arises, and is insistent in every 
thinking mind: Is Mars the abode of life, and if so,

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intelligent beings, such as we fancy ourselves to be? 
As ud never can have positive evidence bearing upon 
this query, as we never can fathom the airless void and 
zero temperature of the interplanetary space which 
separates us from Mars, we can only answer that ques- 
tion by inference and conjecture. : 


As remarked before, Mars is the only planet which 
shows a kinship to the earth by its surface markings, 
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Phobos Rises in the West. 


Among the facts brought out was the amazingly rapid 
revolution of the inner satellite around its primary, its 
swift journey being accomplished in seven and a half 
‘hours—the shortest known period in the solar system. 
To the dweller on Mars it rises in the west, sweeps 
rapidly across the sky, threads its spectacular way 
through the starry field in about five hours, and sets in 
the east before the night is half over, and lo! before the 
first daint streaks of dawn appear, it is seen rising again 
above the western hills. This little satellite which Hall 
has named Phobos, is but twelve miles in diameter— 
one of the smallest of all known heavenly bodies—but 
as it is only 3700 miles from the surface of the planet, 
it displays all the phases of our own moon, and shines 
with one-sixtieth of its light. 


The outer satellite, Deimos, is 12,500 miles distant, 400 
though but nine miles in diameter, shines, to the Mar- 
tian, with the light of a very bright star, and performs 
its larger journey in a little more than thirty hours. 
By means of these two satellites—their periods of revo- 
lution, and their distances from the center of Mars be- 
ing known—the mass of their primary was accurately 
determined. That mass is about one-ninth that of the 
earth, while its volume is one-seventh. wherefore its 
density is four times that of water—that of the earth 
‘being five and a half times as much. Wherefore. also, 
a man weighing 160 pounds on the earth would weigh 
but sixty pounds on the surface of Mars.

| Galilee, with her corps of scientific men, has the wide 
expanse of the Pacific to study and to chart. 


For the better working out of this magnetic survey 
of the ocean, the Galilee is supplied wfth a tender for 
use in shallow waters. This tender is carried on the 
deck of the Galilee, and is launched whenever needed. 
This is the most unique boat of its kind afloat, for there 
is not a piece of iron in her—not even a tack. What 
little metal there is in her make-up is brass, which of 
course does not affect the compass. The Galilee herself 
has likewise hardly any iron about her. Her own work 
centers in deep-sea surveys. 


There are several elements of magnetic force and in- 
| fluence that enter into the study of ocean magnetism, 
all of which exert a marked effect upon the mariner’s 
compass, and sooner or later manage to put a ship out 
of her course. Of these, one is that which causes a 
variation of the needle from true north. To observe 
and rectify this, a delicate floating needie is used. The 
exact variation at any given spot in the ocean being ac- 
curately estimated by, sighting on the sun. Another 
magnetic force that has to be reckoned with, is the one 
that causes the compass needle to dip, making an angle 


means of a dip circle hanging in gimbals. 

Just as the aqueous currents flow like so many mighty 
invisible rivers through the ocean depths, so these in- 
sidious magnetic streams have their regular courses, 
80 to speak, flowing back and forth in regular channels 
all over the ocean’s wide expanse, now along its sur- 
daces, now at great depths, and so numerous and active 
| as to prove, along with the ground currents, that this 


big earth of ours is a mighty magnet. 
Many of the ocean magnetic streams have been known 
und charted for many years, but our own Pacific Coast 
waters, not to speak of the Pacific Ocean as a whole, 
have yet to be thoroughly surveyed and charted in or- 
der to render every possible aid to safer ocean naviga- 
tion. 
The recent voyage of the Galilee carried her along the 
tines of the steamship routes from San Francisco to the 
Philippines and other parts of the Orient.

This valley is probably one mile wide and about three 
| miles long. Here the oaks grow to be 100 feet high and 
six to eight feet in diameter. The arroyos of the sur- 
rounding ridges are wild and arid and give’ no hint of 
>the nature of the sweet vale which they so strangely 
protect between them. The temperature of the valley 
is said to be about the same by winter as summer. The 
rains are warm and there is never a touch of frost and 
no winds. 

The jagged pinnacles of the Devil's Peak look down 
2409 feet into-this magic vale and armies of pines defile 
its approaches. About the Devil's feet fragments of mil- 
lions of broken stones are heaped as tho’ by the reckless 
blows of Titan’s hammers in unrecorded days. 

From the vineyard Ranch House a carriage road .was 
constructed by the old Italian, leading to the extreme 
end of the island and past the Devil's feet. En route 
another ranch is passed where an old baking and work- 
house stands with its quaint oven arid adobe buildings 
and a bell still hanging upon the limb of a tree, wait- 
ing to give the call to dinner. 

This Devil's Peak rises to the right hand of the Happy 
Valley: to the left the Ragged Mountain lifts its tattered 
head for 1337 feet, calling across a deep ravine to its old 
comrade, Center Mountain. which has borne the listen- 
ing aspect thro’ long ages, while in the arroyos trending 
toward the South Coast the gold of the poplar trees is 


which always makes you remember that the colors of 
“the prism are to be seen only in the broken ray, never in 
the perfect shaft of light. . 

In the volcanic caves which stand like houses in the 
top of the Devil and were doubtless so used by the In- 


dians in olden times, you yet come across their posses- 


‘sions in the tell-tale black earth, and even find picto- 
graphs in rude shapes and designs undecipherable; 
causing many thoughts and no conclusions. One idea 
‘geems to echo through the brain: Why did they choose 
to live so high (over 2000 feet) and carry their food of 
shell-fish so far, and all their water up from the val- 
ley? To be sure it is a glorious “Look Out,” for these 
eerie heights reach westward and terminate abruptly 
over the. sea at Diablo Point, running out one-half 
mile. while there is deep water close in under the 
bluffs. 

This great Devil's Peak is to be seen over fifty miles 
at sea and it gradually decreases toward the northwest 
end, where it is 720 feet sheer. This point is terraced in 


two rows as though it had been successively thrown by | 


the sea, while four or five miles from the end there are 
_ preciptitous, bluffs over 200 feet high. The well-known 
sea-caves are to be found along these, bold shores, the 
.strangeness of whose beauty is nowhere surpassed, if 
equalled in the whole world. Scarfs of lichens in dull 
oriental colors drape their entrances and hang in care- 
less glory on their damp walls, where the sea spray glit- 
ters: while “the edge of the wave runs white and thin” 
along the water floor, the ceiling is lost in the endless 
vaulting of riven rock and the eye cannot discover the 
real from the transparent. Lend to this the roar of the 


waves in the cave and the barking of Hals, and the effect 


is sublime and d@we-inspiring.

| Tt will thus be seen that Santa Cruz is remarkably 
tree from outlying dangers.

As on all the islands, the birds of Santa Cruz vary 
from the usual Californian orders. Santa Cruz is par- 
ticularly distinguished from the other islands in having 
three species of foxes: one as large as a small dog’ The 
Sort most usually seen on these islands is silvery gray, 
tawny-breasted, and no larger than a large house cat. 
It must be added that both Santa Cruz and Santa Rosa 
Islands are to be set down as having wild boars and 
skunks—-two animals with which the other islands are 
skupis to The boars (introduced) are said to be 
vicious and their trails are many and deep; a bonus of 
25 cents per capita is given and there are men who, from 
time to time, go from the mainland for the business of 
hunting the wild boars of these two islands, while the

CHILE PEPPERS. 


ONE OF THE Most PROFITABLE OF SOUTHERN 
CALIFORNIA’s MINOR CROPS,

counts — Orange —impresses one with the extent to 


It is amazing to note the enormous quantities of this 
hot little vegetable that are now annually produced for 
the Coast supply. No longer can it be said that the 
Mexicans are greatest pepper consumers, though such 
may be the case with their favorite variety, the chile. 
The bell peppers, or bull nose, cannot be raised in suf- 
ficient numbers to supply the heavy demands, conse- 
quently the price remains most of the time at 20 cents 
per pound, often rising as high as 40 cents; never 
falling lower than 2 cents. 

The planting and harvesting of peppers is both 
simple and inexpensive. Eternal vigilance is_ the price 
of a successful crop. The most desirable yariety of re- 
cent introduction is the large French bell pepper, both 
on account of its enormous size and its sweet, mild and 
tender flesh, ag well as the prolific yield of the plants. 
| Such seed canndt be procured under $5 or $6 per pound, 
but in the end is the cheapest, because bringing far 
| higher prices than common and smaller varieties. 
Single specimens often attain the immense size of fif- 
teen inches in diameter. Last season this French seed 
sold for $11 per pound. ; 
Vegetable men plant the seeds early in May for the 
The seeds are tied: up in little muslin 
bags, soaked in tepid water until sprouted, which re- 
quires about twenty-four holirs, then planted in boxes

The drying of red chiles is no small task. Many ama- 
teurs have attempted to cure them when freshly cut 
and strung, by simply festooning the long coral strings 
up behind the kitchen range. Outwardly such treat- 
ment is all right; the peppers soon assume a dried ap- 
pearance very much like the ones procured from the 
Mexican grocer, but upon opening them they are found 
to be full of a thick, smoky mold, and entirely unfit 
for use. The drying process should be accomplished in 
the sunshine. Even then, the peppers must be care- 
fully watched and not permitted to become damp. 
The localities most favorable for growing peppers are 
the foothill regions above the frosts. The plants re- 


labor, but repay all this outlay with remarkable re- 
turns. At Anaheim, where peppers are extensively cul- 
tivated, the small sizes of the chiles are ground into 
a powder and sold for about 12 cents per pound. This- 
so-called “twentieth century flavor” is unsurpassed for 
making Mexican dishes and for adding a.relish to 
meats, sauces, stews and soups. The original manner 
among the Mexicans of preparing chile sauce with the 
hands is such a trying one that American cooks wel- 
come the powdered peppers as a very good substitute, 

It is difficult to give exact figures of profit in returns. 
| The character of the soil, the care bestowed upon it, 
the manner of picking, the facilities for transportation 
and the constantly changing conditions of the mw. ~ket, 
all render returns variable. Under favorable cone ions 
each acre set to 20,000 plants should yield ten tons of 
peppers, which pays $400 per acre when Sold at the 
lowest figure, 2 cents per pound.

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CHANCES FOR ENTERPRISE. 


RaiLRoaD DEVELOPMENT ENCOURAG- 
ING TO CAPITAL. 


From a Special Correspondent. © 
ANILA, November, 1906.—I have received a num- 
ber of letters asking what profits can be made in 
various lines in the Philippines. This is a hard 

question. It all depends on the management of the 
concern. whatever the business engaged in. The re- 


sults attained by up-to-date organizations, with mod- 


ern management, thorough equipment, and a sufficiency 
of working capital can in no wise be compared with the 
success or failure of some Filipino concerns, operating 
with obsolete methods with scarcely any system or 
Managément worthy of the name, and with all possible 
earnings not only mortgaged in advance, but supporting 
an enormous interest. In the latter category with very 
few exceptions belong all the native industrial concerns 
in the Philippines. As a rule the only successful Fili- 
pino concerns are meer’ in which management is of slight 
importance. 


Filipino Lenders. . 
Practically all of the Filipino capitaliste—and there 


are a great number of very wealthy men—are interested 
in non-industrial undertakings. Their money is loaned 


out at enormous aff frequently usurious rates of inter- 


est on Philippiné farms, so that the worse the manage- 


ment of the farm the greater is the rate of interest ex- 


acted by the Filipino capitalist when the farmer gets 
into hard straits. Filipino capital is invested in landed 
enterprises, mortgages, tenements. 
timid; will do nothing to develop the country, and exacts 
the greatest tributes when the position of the people is 
most desperate. It may be of interest that Aguinaldo, | 
the former Philippine leader, has become a wealthy 
landlord and is pursuing the squeeze method. Besides 
farms, he owns several blocks of tenement houses in 


Manila. On the other hand, all the successful industrial 


concerns, in which organization and enterprise play an 


important part, are managed by Spaniards, Germans, 


Chinese (mainly limited to mercantile pursuits) and 
Americans. ‘These are the undertakings that are build- 
ing up the country, and are themselves enormously pros- 
perous. There is not a well-organized and intelligently- 
directed industrial concern in the Philippines today that 
has not prospered * beyond the dream of its pro- 
moters. 


Prosperous Concerns. 


Take Castle Bros., Wolf & Sons, “Manila, for instance 
This firm does a business which, I am informed by an 
interested party, nets over $500,000 gold annually. It 
was smrted up a few years ago, and as a mere agency 
for a firm of exporters in America. It became so im- 
portant that it dissolved its immediate connection with 
the parent firm and now owns warehouses, means of 
transportation, ranches and other equipment worth prob- 
ably in the neighborhood of a couple of millions.

For the building of pioneer plants 
and electric transportation lines the Philippines are un- 
short the Philippines where floats the 
Stars and Stripes, now presents more favorable oppor- 
tunes for the development of trade, for the investment 
of capital and for the engagement of enterprise, say the 
men who are investing many millions there, than do the 
countries of South America, Japan or China. The 
Americans who have already come to the Philippines are 
everywhere teaching the natives how to work and bring- 
ing the people of the Philippines to a better method of 
living. 

One Man’s Experience. 

Recently I talked with George C. Sellner, publisher of 
the Manila Times and heavily interested in many other 
enterprises, regarding the future of the Philippines. Mr. 
Sellner was without capitgz when he came from Omaha 
to the islands in the preceding civil administra- 
tion. Today he is worth probably $250,000 entirely 
through his own efforts. “I believe the next ten years 
will probably witness greater industrial changes 
throughout the islands as a whole than have occurred in 
the entire three centuries of Spanish occupation,” said 
Mr. Sellner.

ING PEOPLE,

WAY along the Embankment, close to the Houses 
of Parliament, is a big, business-like, red-brick 


building, the headquarters of those whose business 
it is to solve mysteries. 


Scotland Yard is the home of thrilling occupations, 
and has many tasks undreamed-of by those who regard 
it merely as the directing office of the army of blue- 
coated London constables; and among those tasks is that 
of probing the mystery of lost persons—a mystery 
touched often by romance, often by tragedy, and occa- 
sionally surrounded by a black obscurity into which no 
human ingenuity can pierce. It is part of the work of 
Scotland Yard to endeavor to extract from the bewilder- 
ing human continent of London those individuals who 


have suddenly walked off the track of human knowledge, 
who in ordinary speech with friends and acquaintances | 


in one hour have in the next, for no reason and without 


a word, disappeared, 


Some of these mysteries never have been solved and 
never will be solved, but they are astonishingly few 
compared to those which Scotland Yard unravels every 
„weck, Only one case here and there is heard of, be- 
cause the work is in the ordinary routine of the Yard, 
and the force has no eye for romance, rigidly restricting 
itself to practical thoughts and practical work. 


Stretched over twenty square miles of London, with its 
population of a nation, are the nervous tentacles of 
Scotland Yard, ever alert for the work, responding in a 
moment to an impulse from that center of intelligence— 
the red-brick. business-like building. on the Embank- 
ment. Frequently throughout day and night the agents 
of Scotland Yard are scouring London in the search for 
missing persons. The great organization spread for 
miles works like a machine. :

At intervals 
throughout the day the private printing presses at the 
Yard produce a printed sheet with the latest confidential 
information on police matters, and this sheet is: distrib- 
uted hot from the press to every police station in Lon- 
don] and as there are three or four issues every day 
only an hour two elapses between each edition. As a re- 


sult, by midday the description of the young man has 
been printed and is being distributed broadcast to the 


police. Every expedient is used to get it around quickly, 
and in the case of some of the isolated stations mounted 
men convey it from place to place. 1 
As soon as the Gazette is} received at a station the 
officer in charge sees the description and takes action. 
Every hour or two batches of constables are paraded be- 
fore him previous to going out on duty in the streets. 
To each of these batches he reads aloud the descrip- 
tion of the missing man, and every constable goes out 
to his work with a picture of the Talr-halred, slim young 
man in his mind. Within twenty-four hours every mem- 
ber of the force has heard of that fair-haired young man 
and is looking out for him. . 


But perhaps there has entered the mind of Scotlan® 
Yard the idea that crime lies at the root of the mystery, 


‘that the young man has been murdered. If that thought 


comes to Scotland Yard another part of the great ma- 


chine is set to work. The criminal investigation depart- 


ment is invited to lend its aid, and a detective inspector, 
with a little band of clever subordinates, sets to work 
independently of all that is being done in other direc- 
tions. The young man’s employers, his relatives, his 
friends, his acquaintances—every person he has been 
known to speak to during the past week is exhaustively 
questioned, and people against whom there may be some 
kind of shadowy suspicion are unobtrusively watched 
without cessa tion by careless young racing men, omni- 
bus conductors, or city clerks, all of whom are really 
Scotland Yard detectives, And while the newspapers 
know nothing, the police force of London is humming 


with the search for that fair-haired young man. 


Perhaps after two days the Scotland Yard squadron 
gets a clew, and uniting with the local special inquiry 
officers tracks the fair-haired young man to a shady 
lodging-house in North Kensington, where, half starved, 
dazed with the effects of drugs, he has been locked in a 
cellar for forty-eight hours. He had been by some plaus- 
ible means lured to the house in question and plied with 
drink by well-dressed scoundrels, who believed he car- 
ried keys belonging to the bank. Finding he had not 
what they required, they had temporarily locked him 


up, with what ultimate object can only be guessed.

UNITED STATES AGENT.

N an interview with a Chicago Record-Herald cor- 
Lee Secretary Wilson of the Agricultural De- 

partment, tells an interesting story of the researches 
of Prof. Niels E. Hansen’s search for plants that will 
grow in the arid regions of this country. 


“We have failed to make plants that need moisture 
grow in the dry regions,” said Secretary Wilson, and, 
if we conquer the desert; if we get the most there 
is out of the arid and semi-arid regions. we've got 
to find plants that will endure the severe winters: 
will grow in dry ground and pay the farmers a profit. 
That's the problem before us. 


p in the middle of Northern Asia, which is called 
‘The Roof of the World,’ the people have been success- 
fully cultivating many plants under similar conditions 
and in similar soll. So I sent 


are suitable for our semi-arid belt and will rotate with 
durum wheat all the way from the ‘Panhandle” to 
Alaska. He has been three times in Russia and twice 
in Siberia. His first trip was made in 1894 for study. 
The Department of Agriculture sent him over in 1897 
on a plant-hunting expediNon, and he brought back 
some very important samples. I sent him again this 
year and he has just returned with three kinds of al- 
lalta—two that will grow in dry soil. with light rainfall 
and intense cold, and one that will grow in the woods. 
They are entirely new varieties, but have heen grown 
on the cold, dry steppes of Northern Asia for centuries. 
They have a yellow flower, while our alfalfa has a 
Prof. Hansen will take the seeds out to 
South Dakota, plant them and cultivate them so as 
to get the largest possible yield, and then we will 
distribute seed among the farmers of the arid belt to 
use as a complement to wheat, as a rotating crop, 
and we hope they will do the business and enable the 
people of the dry belt to make a crop every year. 

“In addition to this hardy alfalfa,’ continued Secre- 
tary -Wilson, “he brought back several new species of 
Aover, with which the natives of Northern Siberia fat- 
ten their stock and make hay. It grows in the coldest 
regions in a short summer, with very little rainéall, 
and we hope that it will do as well on this side of the 
world under similar conditions. | 

“Congress has passed an alcohol law,“ continued the 


. secretary, “in anticipation of the time when our people 


will have to go to the fields for light and power, and 
it was up to the Agricultural Department to provide 


_ them with the best plants in existence to make alcohol 


from. Prof. Hansen was on the lookout for such things 
also. He investigated the alcohol business in the coun- 
tries he visited and brought home seventeen barrels of 
what are called alcohol pofatoes,’ which will grow in 
dry ground and turn out 500 or 600 bushels to the acre. 
They are full of alcohol, and are also very valuable for 
fattening stock, but they have a coarse fiber and are 
not delicate enough for table use. We expect to intro- 
duce those ‘potatoes among the farmers of the United 


States, and make 500 gallons of alcohol an acre from | 


them. The potatoes are now on their way from New 
York, and as soon as they arrive we propose to distrib- 
ute them among the experiment stations thronghout 
the Untted States to be planted next spring. 

“Prof. Hansen brought back several other interesting 
and valuable plants,” said the Secretary, “but these are 
the things I sent him for, and he brought them. Han- 
sen is a man who does things. He is an intelligent, in- 
trepid fellow, full of resources, and nothing stops him. 
When he sees anything of value he knows it, and when 
he goes after anything he gets it. Up at Tomsk, in 
Eastern Siberia, he was unable to find any clover seed, 


and hired men to pick the seed out of it. 


“Prof. Hansen was born in 1866 near the little town 
of Ribe, Denmark, where his grandfather held the same 
Office for fifty-three years, and the King decorated him 
with the order of the Dannebrog' in recognition of his 
services. Hansen's father was an artist, who came over 
to this country with his family and settled in Des 
Moines in 1876. When he was a boy 15 years ald Han- 
sen got a place under Representative Hull, who was 
then Secretary of State for lowa. and ‘saved enough

found the northern limit of clover and alfalfa mark- 
ed by an irregular line crossing Siberia east and west and 
varying (rom the 62nd to the 65th degree of latitude. As 
I went north I discovered that the blue flower alfalfa 
was replaced by a yellow flower alfalfa at a certain lati- 
tude. It is a pure native plant and the chief fodder 
for cattle in that region. I found several new species 
of clover as far north ag the 50th degree of latitude, 
growing profitably on the cold, dry steppes, where the 
thermometer runs down to 40 degrees below zero. The 
seed is very scarce, but 7 brought home enough for a 
fair test. 


“Nobody can say that it will succeed,” said Prof. Han- 
sen in reply to a question, “but we believe it is just the 
thing for the cold, dry regions of our northwestern 
wheat-growing region, and that it will prove a. profit- 
able crop to alternate with durum wheat. It will 
dure any degree of cold; it will flourish with the i- 
mum rainfall of that region, and the soll of our north- 
ern wheat belt is very similar to that which it is accus- 
tomed to in its native country. We are going to extend 
the alfalfa belt as far north as we can, and we hope 
that these seeds will prove all that we expect of them. 
But there is no use in expecting too much. I would not 
risk my reputation on any positive predictions; I can 
only say that we confidently hope that we have found 
the right thing.

FTER many years’ discussion, the proposed drait- 


lean task aud the sum of money to be expended was con- 


sidered so extravagantly great that it was thought to be 
out of the question, at least for the present. Now, - 
dently, the Queen's words have brought the remote pos- 
sibility much closer. The present Minister of Water- 
ways, Mr. Kraus, who is known as an eminent engineer, 
who has executed many difficult works both at home and 
abroad, and who was last year employed by the Chilean 
rovernment to build the new harbor of Valparais«, is 
, certainly not the. man to be daunted by the difficulties 
of a great work. and it may, with the fullest confidence 
be intrusted to his care. X 


As the ministerial project has not yet reached P»riia- 
ment nothing is definitely known as to the plans, but in

Sowe SUGGESTIONS AS TO THEIR PROPER 
ARRANGEMENT.

N spite of much negative criticism and abuse cdupled 
I with a rainy week, the eighteenth annual poultry 

and pigeon show of the Los Angeles County Poul- 
try Association was nevertheless, beyond all question, 
the finest exhibit of poultry and miscellaneous live 
stock ever “pulled off” in this State. We say this ad- 
visedly, for in number of entries (2047) it was the 
largest, in variety of classes and breeds benched the 
most extensive, and in quality the highest that has ever 
been attained by any similar feature west of Chicago. 
Indeed, there are those who have visited the Boston 
and Madison Square shows, who claim that in some 
of the classes it surpassed those two celebrated shows 
of the East. When to these high qualities is coupled 
the fact that it was one of the best arranged and best 
cooped exhibits that this town has ever seen; that the 
arrangement of exhibition as well as the special pullet 
pens, each of which accommodated ten pullets of a 
breed; the central location and the fine hall in which it 
was held; it requires no stretch of the imaginatién to 
readily perceive that the event was one long to be 
remembered for its quality. 


At this writing it is not the intention to give a 
detailed description of the various individual specimens 
of high quality—that is a matter which we may refer 
to on various occasions in the future. We cannot, how- 
ever, pass by so easily some of the more pronounced 
features and the large entries of particular breeds. The 
strong specimens were essentially in the American 
class. The Barred Rocks were a great showing, total- 
ing something like 197, closely followed by the ever 

beautiful White Rock with a list to their credit of 137. 
The next strongest variety was the Buff Orpingtons, 
with a showing of 114, then the White Wyandotte with 
110, then the Single-Comb White Leghorns with 514, 
the Rhode Island Reds 55, Buff Wyandottes 44, Black 
Minorcas 52, White-Faced Black Spanish 56, while the 
remaining breeds represented correspondingly large 
numbers. 

No one division of the show commanded so wide 
attention as the large display of bantams, numbering 
in all something like one hundred and fifty individual 
specimens representing all varieties in the standard of 
perfection. Many of these were new to this public 
and elicited only words of praise from visitors. In 
view of this it goes without saying that the bantam 
fancy has gained a strong foothold in this country and 
that future shaws will always be well represented with 
these miniature fowls. 

The pigeons were also a grand showing, covering 
almost 600 individual specimens; and ranging from 
the ordinary squab varieties to the Maltese hens and 
parlor tumblers. We doubt if a finer show of pigeons 


has ever been collected under one roof within the con- 


fines of the State of California. 

Beyond these three grand divisions in the fancy of 
web and feather the most striking features were a fine 
display of Japanese and Chinese pheasants, five va- 
rieties of turkeys, a pen of the native jungle fowl, Nu- 
bian African ostriches, pea fowl and other caged or- 
namental birds. 

The association, breeders and fanciers\.of the South- 
west are to be congratulated for the enterprise and 
energy displayed in making this exhibition. It only 
demonstrates that Los Angeles has long sinte shed 
her swaddling clothes, and ® now a metropolis ca- 
pable of supporting events with an energy and patron- 
age the equal of Chicago, New York and Boston. The 
poultry show is a yearly fixture gaining in public esti- 
mation and patronage as the years go by. Its share- 
~ ‘holders promise a much larger exhibition for 1908, and 
already the matter has been taken in hand by the 
board of directors, and will be pushed to still higher 
flights of glory and renown; whether old Jupiter Plu- 
vius turns on the irrigation water from above, or old 
Sol shines, is a matter that does not interfere with 
this poultry show.

| Out some quiet corner, as any other decent fowl would 


do, the ostrich makes his in the most conspicuous place 
he can find, usually in the center of the paddock. And 
such eggs! They resemble a bald man’s head, and are 
nearly as large. Each one weighs three and ome-half 
pounds. No straw or other material is used in the 
nest, only the bare ground, but if the sun is unusually 
hot the ostrich drops a bit of sand on top of each egg. 
This, according to his intellectual method of reason- 
ing, is ample protection. An egg is laid every alter- 
nate day. When from twelve to eighteen are laid the 
setting begins. The male bird sets at night, as any 
appreciative husband would do, so as to obtain his regu- 
lar nicht's rest, leaving his wife to set during the 
day, and get what rest she can. At the end of forty 


days and forty nights the young chicks come out of 


their shell ark, and at the age of eight months they are 
put into paddocks, with other birds of yarious ages, 
and are now ready to be plucked. 

Plucking is one of the advertised sights of the os- 
trich farms, and never fails to draw large crowds of 
tourists and gaily dressed people. The tourist, no doubt, 
is so used to being plucked himself that he likes to 
see how some other creature stands for it. The bird is 
enticed into a fence corner, a large white “stocking” is 
slipped over his head, and while two men hold him, the 
short feathers are pulled out and the large ones are 
clipped with scissors, the inch or so of quill remain- 
ing in the flesh being shed naturally later on. The 
largest and finest feathers come from the wings and 
tail of the bird. The Nubian ostriches from Northeast 
Africa, which are now becoming very rare, have the 


finest tails and wings. Each bird produces about 
$30 wo of feathers every nine months. The birds 
themselves are worth from $300 to $500 each. And the 
tourists t come to see them are quite as profitable 


as the plucking of the ostriches. As ostrich feather is 
worth all the way from $2 “up.” If you are a married 
man you will know what this means. The average 
life of an ostrich is 50 to 70 years. 


OILED ROADS. 


A NEW Process MAKES A SURFACE ALMOST | 


EQUAL TO ASPHALT. 


near Los Angeles, from the Soldiers’ Home toward the 


ocean, north of Santa Monica, that has, in the judgment 


of many experienced road builders, a most important 
bearing on road development in California. It differs 
from ordinary street or road oiling in that it is a ver- 
itable construction of a street out of natural soil with 
the use of oil. The resultant product is in fact ‘very 
like an asphalt—lies as smooth and will last nearly as 
long. While more expensive than careless “oil sprink- 
ling’—which experience has determined is practically 
useless—it is nevertheless so inexpensive as to be prae- 
tical for use in cities and upon the main country thor- 
oughfares. 

The street improved is a 130-foot boulevard, with car 
tracks along the center. The net width of the area 
worked, from curb. to curb, is fifty-six feet. The total 
length is 18,000 feet, or a little over three miles. 

The system used is about as follows: The stree:, 
which is a sandy loam, with some admixture of blue 
and red clay and slate and gravel, is graded and plowed 
six inches deep and pulverized with harrows. If it is 
very dry, a small amount of water is sprinkled’ on and 
mixed in so as to make it workable. Oil is then ap- 
plied at the rate of one gallon to the square yard, and 
the cultivators mix it in to the depth of four inches. 
A second gallon of oil to the square yard is then ap- 
plied and cultivated down to five inches, The oil is 
then turned under with a turning plow, four inches

Now, up to this point the process does not mate- 
rially differ from that in general use where careful 
work is done in the mixing of oil with soll in the mak- 
ing of a road. But the next step is a radical departure, 
and marks the beginning, it is contended, of a new era 
in road making. 

The process next succeeding this in the common ferms 
ef road oiling is the rolling of the road, which crushes 
down a thim scum on the surface that later scales off 
and leaves the road full of chuck-holes. But with the 
new system the next process is one of tamping. A 
huge cylinder about eight feet long and five feet in 
diameter, weighing some 5000 pounds and. furnished 
with rows of flat-headed teeth, is hauled back and forth 
over the street, slowly tamping the oiled earth up from 


the bottom to within two inches of the top. When the 
tamper first goes over the street, it sinks the teeth, 
which are about six inches long, clear to the end in 


the soft, oily earth, but each time a new layer of 


‘solid asphalt is plastered on the bottom, and the cylin- 
der rises a little out of the mass until, when the tamp- 
solid that 


ing is finally completed, the mixture is so 
the teeth no longer sink in. 


There is a vast diflerence between merely crushing | 
the surface of an oiled road with a roller and tamping 
‘five or six inches of oil and soil from the bottom up. 


That difference means years of wear. 

At this stage of the proceedings the tamping is 
brought to within two inches of the top. The street 
is then regraded, and the two inches of loose soil is 
cultivated and given one gallon more of oil to the 
square yard. That is altogether three “gallons to the 
square yard, all applied warm, so as to sprinkle freely.

The cost of this work is about 16 cents a square 
yard, or $1 a running foot, to a 56-foot street (be- 
tween curbs.) The cost on the ordinary city street 
where no grading was needed, would amount to from 
30 to 40 cents a running foot of frontage. In other 
words, if done under the Vrooman act, a street could 
be practically paved for about $15 or $20 to the lot 
—provided that curb, sidewalk and gutter were already 
in place. 

The oil used is of 12.5 gravity, Baume, containing 69 
per cent. of soft D-grade asphaltum, free from sediment 
and of gravel. The time required for the work is about 
twenty days to the mile.

Horticultural Ordinances. 


HORTICULTURAL officer from a northern county 

asks the question of the editor: “I would like to 
know if the Los Angeles county ordinance has ever 
been passed on by the courts.”’. This refers no doubt 
to the famous ordinance No. 42, passed by the Super- 
visors in July, 1901, in which the importation of Flor- 
ida plants and vines from north of the Tehachepi is 
prohibited. No one has so far questioned the legality 
of this measure, unless it were the Attorney-General of 
the State, whose recent opinion upon another ordinance 
seemed adverse to all legislation by the Supervisors.of 
the State upon horticultural quarantine. Ordinance No. 
42 was drawn by Deputy District Attorney Wilbur, now 
a Superior Judge, who was sure of its constitutionality, 
and said he had written it so carefully that he would 
not fear to defend it in any court of the State. 
However, if the nurserymen doing business in the 
State refuse to obey these ordinances, or the enact- 
ments should be declared void, there is an unwritten 
law, that of publicity, which could be applied with 
force. The Los Angeles ordinance applies only to the 
bringing into the county of grapevines and cuttings 
from the quarantined counties. The northern nursery- 
men sell an immense lot of stuff in the south, and it fs 
idle to think they would jeopardize the sale of stock 
that really counts, for the sake of disposing of a few 
xtapevines. For one of these men to send down 
vines against the wishes of his customers would queer 
his trade throughout the south. Publicity of this class 
is not relished by the good nurserymen, and the tree 
planters: should do no business with the other class 
under any circumstances.

The Southern California Experiment Station, 


HE action of the last Legislature in establishing for 

Southern California a permanent headquarters for 
agricultural investigation in that portion of the State, 
was received. with much satisfaction by the interested 
public. While nominall, the experiment station at 
Berkeley is designed for all portions of the State alike, 
and in practice the officers of that institution have ever 
striven to distribute their efforts to the best advantage 


over the whole State, yet it has been recognized by all 
J 8 7 with a desirable variation, making possible experiments 


in the southern 
end of the State, that any investigation of a serious, 
extended and omplex nature could be carried on only 
under the greatest disadvantage under these circum- 
stances. The horticultural problems of Southern Cali- 
fornia are, largely, peculiarly those of no other section 
of the world. They. cannot be met by simple demonstra- 
tion or rehearsing of facts learned in other piaces, or 
by the advice of one who has learned His facts else- 
where, however great his experience. The greatest 
horticulture’ in 


investigation of a permanently established nature. 


The promoters of the Southern branch station at- 
tempted, conservatively and with wisdom, to provide 
for this need by establishing dacilitics in the southern 
part of the State which would allow the State experi- 
ment station at the University of California to develop 
and improve its activities in that section. They con- 
ceived the particular needs of their region to be, as a 
beginning, investigation in plant pathology, and in the 
various features of cultural practice such as affect the 
quality, quantity and cominercial value of crops. In

The kKeymote of success in this industry is quality. 
Quantity in itself has its limitations in bringing suc- 
cess, but there is no limit to the profitable production 
of qiantity of quality. The production of high-grade 


(rut has many factors. Some of these are well under- 
stood and in general practice, others are partially 80, 


and still others are yet te be demonstrated. The work 
of the citrus experiment station must necessarily be 
slow. patient, and barren of many striking, brilliant 
results. The public should appreciate this, and not be- 
come impatient so long as the work is prosecuted vigor- 
ously. intelligently, and with well-judged objects and 
competent methods. At present the ground has been 
prepared for planting, irrigation facilities installed, and 
all made ready for active work. Assistants. are on the 
ground and the field is being carefuly looked over for 
a judicioug beginning of work. Among the problems 
which most prominently suggest themselves. are fol- 
lowing: The use and effect of fertHizers and cover 
crops. The improvement of varieties by bud selection. 
The value and adaptability of the various kinds of root 
stock for the different citrus fruits In different sections 
and under various conditions. The study of citrus 
troubles and diseases. Nature of the soi] as affecting 
citrus production and quality. These are some of the 
subjects which will receive early attention, but the sug- 
gestions of practical citrus growers and the condition of 
the industry will ever receive most careful attention. 
It must never be supposed that the work will be con- 
fined to the station grounds proper or to its immediate 
vicinity. This is an institution for the citrus industry 


of California; and will be managed as such. The sta- -

I more common sense in the mating of young people 
in the choosing of life partners. Just so long as a youn; 
man and woman—sometimes little more than a boy an

In one summer there were 52,837 infant's deaths in the 
large towns of England, the rate being 275 in 1000 for 

~ he same period. 


“Germany has a record which is as astounding for 
that domestic country, where all young women are sup- 
posedly learnéd in the domestic arts. Two million chii- 
dren are born in one year, and yet as many as 400, 0% 
die before one year old, making the rate for the Ger- 
man empire 200 to the thousand. 
where it would seem that conditions are favorable for 
public hygiene, the death rate has been as high as 413. 
an average of 324 in 1009. phy 


“Our own country makes little better record, for in 
the District of Columbia the rate in 1900 was over 275, 
other States being a little lower, but still too high. in 
Massachusetts, eight cities averaged 186 to 304, and 
New York was about 159, almost all the New England 
States being higher 


“From various British reports it is learned that in 
proper feeding is the prime cause of the great mortality 
among infants under one year of age, and in a German

If the first statement were true, there would 
be no such thing «as family likenesses, while, if the 
second statement were true, the human race would 
have been wiped off the earth thousands of years ago. 

A striking and interesting sidelight on the law of 
heredity is furnished by a fact to which an English 
writer calls attention, namely, that no migratory birds 
cross deep, even narrow seas. This is explained by the 
fact that, thousands or hundreds of thousands of years 
ago, these shallow seas were dry land, and that the 
birds of today still retain the habit of flying over those 
localities that their remote ancestors once traversed.

Appendicitis. he 

LOS ANGELES physician, young in years, but 
A credited with much surgical ability, was recently 
granted a fee of $2000, by a Los Angeles judge, to be 
paid from the estate of a woman upon whom the physi- 
clan operated for appendicitis, in September last. It 
was a “beautiful operation,” a “successful operation.” 
Unfortunately, however, on the following day the 
woman died: While not going quite so far as they do 
in China, where, when a wealthy and influential pa- 


tient dies, they sometimes cut off the head of the doc- 
tor, and place it among the assets of the deceased, it

During the trial of the above mentioned case, phy- 
, Sicians testified that $2500 was not an excessive fee 
| for cutting ort this little appendage of the human body. 
No wonder they do all they can to keep the appendi- 
citis superstition alive, although the operation so fre- 
| quently’ results in ‘death. The practice is kept alive 
for the immense revenue it brings, and this in spite 
of the fact that eminent physicians and surgeons have 
ot late spoken out emphatically against the practice. 
One of them recently said: “No human care or skill 
can eliminate the fearful risk of such interference with 
the natural limiting barriers of this disease.” _ 

We shall never know how many people have been sac- 
rificed on the altar of appendicitis surgery, for the doc- 
tors have a convenient way of claiming that, if a pa- 
tient recovers, they have cured him, whereas, if he 
| dies, he would have died anyhow—it was an “act of 
God.“ This we do know, however, that In a great num- 
ber of cases, where an operation has been performed 
for appendicitis, it was found that the pdisease was 
not there. 

The appendix is not, as a majority of@ the doctors 
claim, a superfluous portion of the human body. There 
are no superfluous portions of the human body. The 
object of the appendix is believed to be to lubricate the | 
| bowel, with a substance which it secretes. It is the 
general testimony that though a seeming return to 
health and great improvement are often noticed after 
‘any operation—probably owing to the enforced rest and 
careful diet—the patient is usually never good for much 
_afterward, and rarely lives ten years; precious juices 
have been wasted and the organs that supply them de- 
stroyed. 
leading physician of the Pacific Coast has said: 

“It is nonsense to contend that the appendix is the 
cause of the abscesses, for they can be found in apy 
part of the intestines after its removal. That opera- 
tion is positively illogical. It only complicates the case 
and greatly increases the risk of life and recovery.” 

When Sir Thomas Lipton last arrived in New York, 
just before the yacht race, he was taken down with the 
dreaded scourge. A Consultation was arranged, in 
which a distinguished surgeon made a most extraor- 
dinary proposition: 

“He must not lose that race! There is no time to 
operate—we must cure him without operating.” 

A warm concoction of equal parts of milk and mo- 
lasses, three pints in quantity, injected by means of a 
syringe and long flexible rubber tube. The treatment 
comes from Sir Andrew Clark, one of the leading Lon- 
don surgeons, who is foolish enough to give it away, 
and says that in nine cases out of ten it will obviate the 
need of operation. 

Sir Thomas was on deck all right. There was no 
time to operate, so they let him get well“ : 
This treatment is much better than an operation, but 
it is not so effective as the simple treatment fre- 
quently advocated in this department, namely. fre- 
quent injections of tepid water into the bowels, hot 
cloths on the abdomen, frequently changed, and a ta- 
blespoonful of olive oil every half hour, until there is 
improvement. To make it palatable, the oll may be 
well mixed with a little tomato juice, or lemon juice. 
Oil may also, with advantage, be added to the water ſu- 
| jected. There should be absolute abstinence (rom food, 
the only thing taken, besides the oil. being a little soft 
water; with lemon juice, sufficient to quench thirst. 

As Sir Andrew Clark has said, such a treatment as 
this will cure in nine cases out of ten. He might have 
sald in nineteen cases out of twenty, whereas, on the 
other hand, the mortality from operations is exceed- 
ingly large. Yet, the doctorg insist on this profitable 
operation, and will doubtless continue to do so, until 
people absolutely refuse to submit to the butchery.
